Judge's Authority 
Powerful Feature

WASHINGTON (fft 
— The 
most 


powerful single feature in the civil 
rights: bill-^expeoted to be passed 
soon by Congress —was one which 
received little; attention arid caus- 
ed almost no fighting.
